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Lack of Understanding. 
“Much of the eriticism of the 
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banks clearly betrays a lack of un- 
derstanding of the fundamental 
principles which deter« 
mine rates. The tmpres- 
sion seems to prevail that condl- 
tions In the money market are due 
to the rates paid on Gov- 
securities and to the dis- 
rates of Federal reserve 
and that these rates can 
arbitrarily at a higher or 
lower level, thus determining mar- 
ket conditions at will. On the eon- 
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“Fundamentally, 
are determined by the demand for 
and supply of capital. The come- 
paratively high money rates which 
to prevall are the result 
of conditions which ex- 
ist throughout the world. The de- 
mand for capital everywhere, fol- 
lowing the destruction of the war, 
is so great that high rates must be 
paid by those who wish to secure 
the limited supply. The return to 
normal rates must necessarily be 
/a gradual process, depending upén 
_the rapidity with which the supply 
of capital is replenished. 

“A scarcity of capital is some- 
thing beyond the power of the 
‘Treasury or banks to prevent. It 
is a persistent fallacy that financial 
and credit institutions can create 
capital or make it cheap. They 
can manufacture credit, but only 
in a limited sense can credit take 
‘the place of capital. Capital can 
be created only by increased pro- 
ductivity and increased savings. 

Spread of Interest Rates. 
“With reference to the effect of 
the Federal Reserve Bank rate on 
conditions in the Northwest, sta- 
tistics show that in the Minneapolia 
district the average rate charged 
by member banks to customers on 
paper which they in turn redis- 
counted rose from 7.65 per cent in 
|December, 1921, to 7.99 per cent 
in December, 1923, although the 
discount rate of; the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Minneapolis de- 
ciined from 5% to 4% per cent. Or 
the latter date the spread betweef 
the discount rate and the rate 
charged by member banks to their 
customers was 3% per cent. This 
would hardly bear out the contene- 
tion that the plight of the banks in 
that district is due to the discount 
rate of the Federal Reserve bani, 

“In many agricultural sections 
a great majority of the commercial 
banks are not members of the 
Federal Reserve system, and under 
such conditions it would be diffl- 
eult for the Federal Reserve banks 
to exercise any great influence over 
the higher level of interest rates 
‘for those districts. In fact, the 
discount rates of none of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks can be said ‘to 
be effective at the present time ina 
the sense that they are a contfol- 
ling factor in the general level of 
interest rates,
